a Senior sergeant of the school gave ^ two-hour lecture on cw. 
The lecture covered the followings proper wearing of the gas mask; 
proper wearing and use of the protective poncho and protective rug, 
and what to dd when the gas mask or protective clothing was per- 
forated or ripped. There were no instructional aids or textbooks. 
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3. All soldiers of the Soviet Army were issued the following CW 
equipment: rubber gas mask similar to ShM-1 with corrugated 
rubber hose and a metal canister ^^iiolosure canvas bag with 
shoulder strap for the gas raaskj protective poncho, made of im- 
pregnated paper, approximately 150 cm. square; and a soap (mylnly) 
crayon ^^ntl-dim stlcj^ against glass fogging. The protective 
poncho and crayon were carried in the canvas bag. No other CW 
equipment was Issued. 

4. In December 1952| ^a demonstration of regimental 

equipment at Mauer Oehllng. Tne following CW equipment was shown: 

a. Chemically treated green socks, worn over boots. 

b. Black rubber boots, worn with protective clothing.
